Lack of cover and severe dry­ 
ness of the soil have been the 
main causes of wind erosion, but: 
most sandy soils are damaged j 
every year, when they are not 
handled properly. The only pre­ 
vention to wind erosion is to 
make it a yearly habit to apply j 
proper measures to hold the soil i 
in place, just as though every; 
year were going to be as dry as 
1956 has been so far.

year’s residue, old stubble, or 
even weeds, to protect the soil 
next winter and spring. 
Once 
the windy season has begun, it 
is too late to provide the residue 
and soil condition necessary to 
prevent erosion. 


Prevention 
Here are some of the things 
that can be done to prevent wind 
erosion on 
very 
coarse sands 
and sandy loam soils: 
1. Leave all crop residues on 
the surface of the soil — never 
graze stubbles to the ground in 
the fall or turn them under in 
the fall. 
2. Use late seedbed prepara­ 
tion. Prepare land for planting 
only just before planting and if 
necessary leave small strips of 
last year's stubble or weeds to 
protect small crops from blow­ 
ing out. 
3. Plant on 
the 
contour or 
crosswise to the prevailing wind. 
4. Use strip cropping 
in 
a 
ratio of four rows of close grow­ 
ing crops to eight rows of clean 
tilled crops. 
5. Seed fence rows, turnrows, 
and out areas in fields to buffel- 
grass or other perennial grass 
when moisture is 
adequate to 
get a stand. 
6. If possible, stir coarse sand 
only when there is moisture in 
the top six inches of soil. 
In the Harlingen area, vegeta­ 
tive wind strips are being used 
successfully, in preventing wind 
erosion, and in some areas, even 
tree strips of 
Athel, Eucalyp­ 
tus, Russian Olive, etc. are be­ 
ing used.
